increase. 


For the first time in several years, the total full-time 
enrollment has grown. The increase is relatively small, but the 
effect is not. Over four percent of the total classes offered 
currently will no longer be available. 

George Osborn, interim vice president of academic affairs, 
explained, ‘The state of California sets a base for our annual 
daily attendance (ADA) and this fall we have exceeded that 
limit. This fall was a turnaround, we had an unexpected growth 


in attendance.” 


According to Osborn, RSC usually schedules 10 percent 
more classes than necessary to meet the ADA because the 
cancellation factor is usually around 10 percent. However, this 
fall the cancellation factor was under five percent and the 
college has more students than the state will pay for. 

“More students will still be able to attend RSC in the spring,” 
Osborn stated, “the only change will be the number of courses 
scheduled.” The cuts will come in six areas, including 
Humanities, Physical Education and Fine and Performing Arts. 


Rancho Santiago College’s class schedule for spring 1987 
will offer 75 fewer classes than in the past. Ironically, the cut 
has not been caused by a decrease in students, but by an 


theme is “Knights in Armor.” 
“There has been more 
involvement and turn out this 
year,” Kelly Ward, ASB 
vice president, said. Ward 
attributes this to the 
nomination of a king. 

The week long festivities will 
generate funds for the ASB.

While national minority 
figures decline, RSC’s 


increase

A new report by the 
American Council on Educa- 
tion reveals that black and 
Hispanic college student 
enrollment is declining 
nationally, but RSC records 
show a different trend. 

Minority enrollment on 
traditionally white campuses 
nationwide began to increase 
in the mid-1960’s, peaked in 
the mid-1970’s and has been 
declining ever since, according 
to Sarah Melendez, College 
Press Service. 

RSC _ statistics show that 
Asian student enrollment 
increased by .20% from 1985 to 
1986, Hispanic student 
enrollment jumped 4.95% for 


that same period, while black 
student population dropped 
slightly by 1.6%. These figures 
are based on fall enrollment 
census, according to Irene 
Scroggins, secretary in the 
department of admissions and 
records. 

Although minorities make up 
21.3% of the total U.S. 
population, they make up only 
17% of college enrollments 
nationwide. Explanations for 
this trend range from lack of 
financial aid to’ inferior 
elementary school preparation. 

Ease of access and economic 
feasibility are reasons 
accounting for the reverse 
situation found at RSC. 
Freshman Sean Johnson 
selected RSC in response to

“We 
work closely with the EOPS 
people in our Early Decision 
Program, Application Work- 
shops and follow-up efforts “’ 
said Guzman. 

In Santa Ana, the ethnic 
minority is the majority. This is 
one of the reasons, in addition
